The order, issued Feb . 17, re­ 
quired him to pay $10 a week for 
current support payments and on 
an arrearage of $787. 
The defendant, Russell, ob jected 
that the arrearage amount was not 
correct, that he should have credit 
for the money contrib uted b y the 
government to the allotment he 
made to the plaintiff while he was 
in the armed forces.

The self-demand method of feed­ 
ing 
infants 
enables 
the 
mother 
working with her pediatrician t o 
ascertain the interval between feed­ 
ings to which her baby is, natural­ 
ly, best suited. 
After a few weeks, the most 
desirable interval can easily be 
arrived at. Thereafter it is rela­ 
tively easy to train the youngster 
to adapt himself to a reasonable 
schedule, though 
this 
may 
be 
wisely revised later from time to 
time. 
Of course, a few infants fed when 
they seem to 
be 
hungry 
adapt 
them selves pretty early to a regu­ 
lar schedule. But not all do. Some 
turn their nights into days and de-1 
mand food several times a night, 
even after they are one or 
two, 
years of age. 
A disturbing factor in good feed­ 
ing procedures, especially with the 
breast-fed baby, may be lack 
in 
quantity 
and 
quality 
of natural, 
food. This problem the pediatrician1 


helps solve by recommending sup 
plementary bottle feedings.

AS NEARLY as I can ascertain, 
most of the sleep problems grow­ 
ing 
out 
of 
self-demand 
feeding 
arise when mothers don’t have the 
continual counsel of the pediatric­ 
ian. and suppose that when he has 
advised feeding the infant when it 
is hungry during the first several 
days or weeks, he meant the young­ 
ster should so be fed at the age of 
I, 2 or 3 years of age. 
Unfortunately, some w r i t e r s 
have given this same impression 
Some other writers have careless­ 
ly said of the child as old as 2. 3 
or4 who often wakes at night, that 
he probably is hungry and should 
be fed, without considering what 
his eating intake and habits 
are 
by day. 
Some children are hungry by 
night 
because 
they 
don't 
eat 
nearly enough by day or have not 
learned to enjoy the proper food. 
Some writers, too, having t h e 
very young infant in mind, though 
not making clear this fact, advise 


that when 
a youngster ( s o m e 1 
mothers suppose it could be a child 
of three or four) does not care for 
any particular food offered him, he 
should be given another or another 
until the food is found he will enjoy, 
they have ever. r i d i c u l e d any 
“starvation technique" as passe. 
One mother writes: “ My baby, 2 
years old, seldom sleeps more than 
two hours at night, then wakes and 
cries till I give her a bottle. She 
refuses practically all other foods 
by day." 
To which I wrote her, in part: 
Seek the advice of a pediatrician 
Ask him to prescribe the proper 
food for this child by day.

STRENGTH IN PETROLEUM 
THOSE who are fearful of another war 
should find comfort in a public statement 
by Walter S. Hanahan, chairman of t h e 
National Petroleum Council, who declares 
the nation's oil reserves of 30 billion bar­ 
rels are more feared by Russia than its 
stockpile ot atomic bombs. 
In Napoleon’s day, Hallahan pointed out, 
armies traveled on their stomachs. Today 
all military operations—land, sea and air 
—depend upon fuel, millions of gallons of 
high octane gasoline, fuel oil and specializ­ 
ed lubricants. 
Petroleum played a big part in winning 
the last w ar."To that end Hanahan de­ 
clares the industry is ready to accept any 
dislocations or sacrifices in case of another 
conflict. IT* makes it clear, however, that 
the industry will fight against any efforts 
to destroy freedom of operation by social­ 
istic schemes or government control. 
“ We want no part in this fallacious and 
destructive philosophy,” he declares. 
This is the position of a great industry, 
without which the nation cannot s t a n d 
against any enemy. Left to its own intelli­ 
gent operation it will provide a line of de­ 
fense against which Russia cannot stand. 
Under government meddling, the petrol­ 
eum industry would be so hampered by red 
tape its strength would be depleted. Halla- 
han’s warnings should be heeded in high 
places. 


FARMER FLIRTATION 
WHATEVER the result of the presiden­ 
tial campaign next year* the American 
farm er will be sitting pretty. He hasn’t an 
enemy in the potential nominee list of eith­ 
er party. 
Senator Taft praises fair price supports 
end denounces the rigid governmental con­ 
trol which the farm ers hate. He succeed­ 
ed in softening tax treatment for the farm 
co-ops, which has won him many agricul­ 
tural friends. Other Republican hopefuls 
art* listed as equally friendly to agriculture. 
The Democrat^ are holding farm meet­ 
ings to try to devise a farmer-endorsed 
program. Initially this leans more to farm 
subsidies and is flirting with a scheme to 
buy large land tracts and divide them up 
among the smaller farmers. 
This scheme is borrowed from the Asi­ 
atic and European “ land reform” pro­ 
grams of the socialists and the commu­ 
nists, which may cut both ways. The aver­ 
age farmer with neither large nor small 
land holdings could get the idea he might 
get hurt in a program to equalize ail land 
holdings. 
This great bestirring in behalf of the 
farmer harks back to 1948 when everyone 
thought the Republicans had the election 
in the bag. But President Truman was able 
to persuade enough farmers in key states 
that he was their friend to achieve victory. 


The Council on Foreign Relations is one 
of those elite organizations which is sup­ 
posed to be above the madding crowed, de­ 
voted to scholarship and to an impartial 
presentation of the facts. One does not join 
I it but is invited to membership. 
The chairman of its board of directors is 
R. C. Leffingwell of J. P. Morgan and Co.; 
j the president, Allen W. Dulles, brother of 
the famous John Foster Dulles and both of 
the distinguished law firm of Sullivan and 
Cromwell; the acting president, Henry M. 
Wriston, president of Brown university, is 
also chairman of the committee on studies. 
This body publishes the magazine “ For­ 
eign Affairs” and annually a book, entitled 
“The United States in World Affairs.” This 
is supposed to be pure, undiluted scholar­ 
ship, prepared in an ivory tower, unaffect­ 
ed by the angers, excitements and day-by- 
day travail of just plain people like us. It 
is prepared by Richard P. Stebbins and the 
research staff. 
Chapter Two of the 1950 edition recently 
issued contains such a sentence as this: 
“While the American government w a s 
laboring year in and year out to re-estab­ 
lish the free world on secure foundations, 
at home these voices of dissent had swelled 
to a loud and angry chorus. By 1950 they 
had reached a crescendo which literally 
threatened to drown out the words of the 
President and the secretary of state.” 
Now, that is just too bad, isn’t it? We 
Americans are to be silent no matter how 
many of our sons are killed and what bur­ 
dens of taxes we bear so that the voices of 
the President and his secretary of s t a t e 
may be heard. And that in spite of the ob­ 
vious fact that a very large part of the 
American people, if not a majority, would 
prefer the secretary of state to resign—as 
the American Legion convention in Miami 
resolved. 
Then on Page 58, I ran into this startling 
paragraph; 
“There is no way to determine how far 
the more uncritical supporters of this cam ­ 
paign were actuated by individual credul­ 
ity, by party zeal, or by less reputable in­ 
fluences such as t*hc mysterious ‘China lob­ 
by,’ which was said to shrink from no 
means of punishing those who had opposed 
all-out aid to Chiang Kai-shek. It is equally 
futile to speculate about how far the Krem­ 
lin, plotting its own course in the Far East, 
was encouraged by this exhibition of dis­ 
unity at the heart of the free world.” 
For many months now some of us have 
been demanding an investigation of all al­ 
ien lobbies, including all kinds of China lob­ 
bies, by a congressional committee. Noth­ 
ing has come of it for two reasons; 
1. The so-called “ China lobby,” which is 
supposed to be headed by Alfred Kohlberg, 
does not exist and any investigation would 
prove that. In fact, such an investigation 
has taken place, ordered by President Tru­ 
man, ail departments of government being 
instructed to get in on the hunt. Nothing 
came of it because there was nothing to 
find. 
2. Should Congress investigate the “Chi­ 
na lobby,” all other foreign lobbies w i l l 
have to be investigated and that might 
prove very embarrassing to Washington 
lawyers and some notable so-called schol­ 
ars who have British, French, South Amer­ 
ican and Soviet connections, particularly 
with some of tile satellite countries. Those 
in power do not want that. They do not 
mind pillorying Joe McCarthy, but they do 
not want to pillory themselves or t h e i r 
friends.

WE ARE beginning a new book 
In the Bible with this lesson. 
It Is named Ex od u s, which means 
“a going ou t.” It tells of the 
Jews’ su fferings u nd er the Pha- 
raohs who "k new not Josep h,” 
and their final retu rn to Canaan. 
Sev enty sou ls of Jacob s family 
accomp anied him to Egy p t, and 
many more mu st hav e been with 
them, cou nting their serv ants, etc. 
The generation of Josep h had 
d ied . The reigning monarchs had 
forgotten him, bu t they were 
trou bled by the fact that from 
those who had come to Egy p t, 
there had risen a great and 
mighty p eop le, who might, the 
reigning Pharaoh thou ght, tak e 
sid es with an enemy in case of 
an attack on the cou ntry . 
The Pharaoh’s first thou ght was 
that if he mad e them work hard 
enou gh many might d ie of ex ­ 
hau stion, so he mad e them bu ild 
him two cities, Pithom and Ream- 
scs. He set bru tal task masters 
ov er the work ers, who k ep t d riv ­ 
ing them to their labors. 
The Hebrews still mu ltip lied 
u nd er this cru el treatment, so 
the Pharaoh nex t told the Is- 
raehtish mid wiv es to k ill ev ery 
male child born to a Hebrew' 
mother. The mid wiv es refu sed , 
howev er, becau se they feared God , 
and they gav e the k ing the ex ­ 
cu se that the Hebrew mothers’ 
babies were born before the mid ­ 
wiv es arriv ed . 
The nex t p lan to rid the cou n­ 
try of Hebrews was a command 
to all the p eop le, that whenev er 
a male child was born to a Jew'- 
ish mother, they were to throw 
it into the Nile. How' many help ­ 
less infants were sacrificed in 
that d read fu l manner we d o not 
k now% bu t one mother hid her 
newly -born son, u ntil he was too 
old to be concealed . 
Then she fashioned an ark or 
bask et of bu lru shes, mad e it wa­ 
terp roof with p itch, and , after 
p u tting the baby into it, she set 
it among the tall grasses at the 
sid e of the riv er. She p osted the 
child ’s sister near the sp ot, to 
watch and see what became of 
him. 
The Pharaoh’s d au ghter came 
to the riv er that morning to 
bathe, accomp anied by her hand ­ 
maid ens. She saw the ark among 
the flags and sent a maid to fetch 
it to her. The baby began to 
cry . and the p rincess’ heart was 
tou ched , so that she d ecid ed to 
ad op t it, althou gh she k new it 
was a Jew'ish child . 
The baby 's sister came to the 
p rincess then and ask ed if she 
shou ld get a Hebrew woman to 
nu rse the child for her. She as­ 
sented and so the mother nu rsed 
and then brou ght him to 
the p rincess, who named 
him 
Moses, say ing, “Becau se I d rew 


him ou t of the water.’’ She ad op t­ 
ed the child as her son. 
Moses was brou ght u p in the 
Egy p tian cou rt and ed u cated wrell. 
He, ap p arently , nev er lost tou ch 
with his cou ntry men, howev er, 
and as he grew to manhood he 
fiercely resented the w ay the Jews 
were treated . 
One d ay he watched the bu r­ 
d ens imp osed u p on them, and 
when he saw an Egy p tian ov er­ 
seer strik e one of his brethren, 
he became so infu riated that, 
look ing abou t him and seeing (as 
he thou ght) no one look ing, he 
k illed the Egy p tian and hid his 
bod y in the sand . 
Someone had seen him, how*- 
ev er, and tau nted him with the 
mu rd er nex t d ay . Think ing tHftt 
the thing w'as k nown to many , 
Moses fled from Egy p t before the 
Pharoah cou ld rev enge the d eed . 
He w'ent to Mid ian. 
Now, the p riest of Mid ian had 
sev en d au ghters whose d u ty it 
w'as to w'ater their father’s flock , 
bu t some su rly and selfish shep ­ 
herd s d rov e the girls away from 
the watering trou ghs. 
Moses took their p art, and 
help ed them with the watering, 
p rov ing again his sense of ju s­ 
tice, his comp assion and willing­ 
ness to help the op p ressed . 
When the 
d a u g ht e r s w-ent 
home, their father ask ed them 
why they came so soon. They 
told him of the y ou ng man who 
had aid ed them, and the father 
d emand ed to k now why they had 
not brou ght him with thorn. “Call 
him.” the father said , ’’that he 
may eat bread .” 
Moses was content to d well with 
Reu el, the p riest, w'ho gav e him 
one of his d au ghters, Zip p orah, 
for his w'ife, and two sons were 
born of the marriage. 
Du ring the time Moses d welt 
in Mid ian, the Pharaoh d ied . This 
was the calm p eriod of Moses’ 
life, w'hen u nd ou bted ly Jehov ah 
w'as matu ring and training him 
for the work He had In store 
for him. 
Meanwhile, the Hebrew-s, slav es 
in Egy p t, called u p on God to re­ 
lease them from their u nbearable 
bond age. 
"And God heard their groan- 
ings, and God remembered His 
cov enant with Abraham, with 
Isaac and w-ith Jacob. And God 
look ed u p on the child ren of Is­ 
rael, and God had resp ect u nto 
them.” 
This most p ersecu ted race still 
p ossesses its amazing v itality . 
After 18 centu ries of p ersecu tion, 
cu lminating in the greatest of all 
in which six million w'ere slain in 
10 y ears, the race still has the 
strength and ability to set u p its 
own gov ernment in the face of 
great od d s, in its own land of 
Israel.

Scripture— Exodus 1-t. 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
WE ARE beginning a new book 
In the Bible with this lesson. 
It is named Exodus, which means 
“a going out.” 
It tells of the 
Jews' sufferings under the Pha- 
raohs who “knew not Joseph,” 
and their final return to Canaan. 
Seventy souls of Jacob's family 
accompanied him to Egypt, and 
many more must have been with 
them, counting their servants, etc. 
The generation of Joseph had 
died. The reigning monarchs had 
forgotten him, but they were 
troubled by the fact that from 
those who had come to Egypt, 
there had risen a great 
and 
mighty people, who might, the 
reigning Pharaoh thought, take 
aides with an enemy in case of 
an attack on the country. 
The Pharaoh’s first thought was 
that if he made them work hard 
enough many might die of ex­ 
haustion, so he made them build 
him two cities Pithom and Raam- 
aes. He set brutal taskmasters 
over the workers, who kept driv- 
mg them to their labors. 
The Hebrews still multiplied 
under this cruel treatment, so 
the Pharaoh next told the Is- 
raehtish midwives to kill every 
male child born to a Hebrew 
mother. 
The midwives refused, 
however, because they feared God, 
and they gave the king the ex­ 
cuse that the Hebrew mothers' 
babies were born before the mid­ 
wives arrived. 
The next plan to rid the coun­ 
try of Hebrews was a command 
to all the people, that whenever 
a male child was born to a Jew- 
ish mother, they were to throw 
it into the Nile. How many help­ 
less infants were sacrificed in 
that dreadful manner we do not 
know, but one mother hid her 
newly-born son, until he was too 
old to be concealed. 
Then she fashioned an ark or 
basket of bulrushes, made it wa­ 
terproof with pitch, and, after 
putting the baby into it. she set 
it among the tall grasses at the 
aide of the river. She posted the 
child’s sister near the spot, to 
watch and see what became of 
him. 
The Pharaoh*! daughter came 
to the river that morning to 
bathe, accompanied by her hand­ 
maidens. She saw the ark among 
the flags and sent a maid to fetch 
it to her. The baby began to 
cry, and the princess* heart was 
touched, so that she decided to 
adopt it, although she knew it 
was a Jewish child. 
The baby's sister came to the 
princess then and asked if she 
should get a Hebrew woman to 
nurse the child for her. She as­ 
sented and so the mother nursed 
jK*^>oy and then brought him to 
the princess, w’ho named him 
Moses, saying. "Because I drew 


him out of the water.” She adopt­ 
ed the child as her son. 
Moses w'as brought up in the 
Egyptian court and educated w’ell. 
He, apparently, never lost touch 
with his countrymen, however, 
and as he grew to manhood he 
fiercely resented the way the Jews 
were treated. 
One day he watched the bur­ 
dens imposed upon them, and 
when he saw an Egyptian over­ 
seer strike one of his brethren, 
he became so infuriated that, 
looking about him and seeing (as 
he thought) no one looking, he 
killed the Egyptian and hid his 
body in the sand. 
Someone had seen him, how- 
ever, and taunted him with the 
murder next day. Thinking tw it 
the thing was known to many, 
Moses fled from Egypt before the 
Pharoah could revenge the deed. 
He w-ent to Midian. 
Now, the priest of Midian had 
seven daughters whose duty it 
was to water their father's flock, 
but some surly and selfish shep­ 
herds drove the girls away from 
the watering troughs. 
Moses took their part, and 
helped them with the watering, 
proving again his sense of jus­ 
tice, his compassion and willing­ 
ness to help the oppressed. 
When the d a u g h t e r s went 
home, their father asked them 
why they came so soon. They 
told him of the young man who 
had aided them, and the father 
demanded to know why they had 
not brought him with them. "Call 
him." the father said, “that he 
may eat bread." 
Moses W'as content to dwell with 
Reuel, the priest, who gave him 
one of his daughters, Zipporah, 
for his wife, and two sons were 
born of the marriage. 
During the time Moses dwelt 
in Midian, the Pharaoh died. This 
was the calm period of Moses’ 
life, w'hen undoubtedly Jehovah 
was maturing and training him 
for the work He had in store 
for him. 
Meanwhile, the Hebrews, slaves 
in Egypt, called upon God to re­ 
lease them from their unbearable 
bondage. 
"And God heard their groan- 
ings, and God remembered His 
covenant 
with 
Abraham, 
with 
Isaac and with Jacob. And God 
looked upon the children of Is­ 
rael, and God had respect unto 
them." 
This most persecuted race still 
possesses its amazing vitality. 
After 18 centuries of persecution, 
culminating in the greatest of all 
in which six million were slain in 
IO years, the race still has the 
strength and ability to set up its 
own government in the face of 
great odds, in its own land of 
Israel.
